NINE-GUN THEFT 


Urgent appeal over firearms stolen during house burglary

Five rifles, four shotguns, ammuni¬ 
tion and jewellery worth thousands 
of pounds have been stolen from a 
home in Banstead - prompting an 
urgent appeal by police. 

The thieves forced open the front 
window and took a selection of 
firearms from the property in 
Brighton Road on Sunday and po¬ 
lice fear they could be used in vio¬ 
lent crimes. 

It is believed the burglars also 
stole a Mercedes from Epsom on 
the same day and smashed 


windows in Kingswood and Redhill 
the day before. 

People living in Brighton Road 
told the Epsom Guardian on Tues¬ 
day there had been a spate of bur¬ 
glaries there recently. 

A woman, whose neighbour came 
home to find her door smashed and 
jewellery gone in October, said: 
“Unfortunately it’s a sign of the 
times. 

“I just hope they find them and 
make sure the guns are safely taken 
off them. That’s the worry. There 
are schools around here.” 

The guns were stolen from a li¬ 
censed firearms holder. Holders 
must tell the police where they plan 
to secure any weapons. 


About 39,000 people had gun li¬ 
cences in Surrey, according to fig¬ 
ures from 2009. 

Detective Constable Simon Evans 
said: “We are extremely keen to 
trace the whereabouts of these 
firearms as these weapons could be 
dangerous if they fall into the 
wrong hands.” 

The burglary in Brighton Road 
took place between 9.30am and 
9.50pm. 

It is thought that the burglars also 
broke into a house, stole car keys 
from a safe and drove off in a white 
Mercedes in Shawley Crescent, 
Epsom, at about 6pm that day. 

The criminals have been linked to 
the smashing of windows at a 


house in Beech Drive in Kingswood 
and the rear windscreen of a blue 
Mercedes in Green Lane, Redhill. 

D Con Evans said: “We are carry¬ 
ing out a number of enquiries to 
track these weapons down, as well 
as identify the offenders to ensure 
they are brought to justice. 

“We are appealing for witnesses 
as a matter of urgency. 

“The offenders have also escaped 
with a large quantity of expensive 
jewellery which was of high senti¬ 
mental value.”

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A&E surge hits break-even plan

A hospital trust’s plan to 
break even is at risk after an 
unprecedented surge in acci¬ 
dent and emergency patients 
has forced it to cancel pla¬ 
nned operations this winter. 

Epsom and St Helier Uni¬ 
versity Hospitals NHS Trust 
had a deficit of about £3m at 
the end of December, despite 
the fact it aimed to have a 
roughly £lm surplus. 

The trust was referred to 
the Health Secretary for hav¬ 
ing a deficit at the end of the 
last financial year, and has 
said its plan to break even 


this time is now at risk. 

At a board meeting at 
Epsom Hospital on Friday, 
chairman Lawrence New¬ 
man described the trust’s 
financial position as a “symp¬ 
tom” of the demand on A&E 
departments this winter. 

Mr Newman referenced the 
fact that hospitals only get 
paid 30 per cent of the nor¬ 
mal price for non-elective, 
emergency work above cer¬ 
tain levels of activity. 

He said: “It is loss-making 
so the more of it we do, the 
more money we lose. 

“Many, many, many trusts 
have found the huge surge in 
emergencies over December 
and the first couple of weeks 
of January has hit them

CCG bids for 
extra powers 

Surrey Downs Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group (SDCCG) 
has applied to the NHS for 
greater powers to commis¬ 
sion primary care - a move 
which, if successful, “will 
allow us to provide more sup¬ 
port to our GPs”, according to 
its chief operating officer. 

Last November, CCGs 
around the country were 
given the option of having a 
greater say over the primary 
care commissioned in their 
areas, in line with NHS chief 
executive Simon Stevens’ 
strategy of giving GPs more 
power to address health 
needs in their areas. 

CCGs were set up by the 2012 
Health and Social Care Act as 
GP organisations responsible 
for buying the majority of an 
area’s secondary care such as 
hospital services. 

They replaced primary care 
trusts, which were dissolved 
in April 2013, and are over¬ 
seen by NHS England. 

The latter has retained con¬ 
trol over primary care com¬ 
missioning, which covers GP 
surgeries. 

Three potential options 
were offered to CCGs: having 
a greater interesting in pri¬ 
mary care decision-making, 
joint commissioning powers 
and delegated commission¬ 
ing powers. 

SDCCG’s 33 GP practices 
were given the chance to vote 
on all three options, with a 
preference indicated for joint 
commissioning. 

Another vote, held at the 
end of last month, saw 76 per 
cent of the 31 GP practices 
who responded vote for this. 

Karen Parsons, chief oper¬ 
ating officer of SDCCG, said: 
“We’re delighted. If success¬ 
ful in our application, we will 
be able to work jointly with 
our NHS England area team 
to make local decisions on 
how to develop primary care 
services, aligned to our local 
health priorities.”

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Container set for Kenya 
hid car stolen in Epsom

A Range Rover believed to be 
stolen by thieves specialising 
in stealing keyless cars has 
been found by police on a 
ship destined for Kenya. 

Officers from the Metro¬ 
politan Police found the car, 
understood to have been 
taken from Epsom, in con¬ 
tainers at the port of Felixs¬ 
towe in Suffolk last Tuesday. 

The discovery comes after 
the launch of the Met’s Oper¬ 
ation Endeavour - a response 
to a rise in the theft of motor 
vehicles in London. 

Keyless theft involves 
thieves using a device to by¬ 
pass a car’s electronics,

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Students grilled Epsom’s five 
candidates in May’s general 
election about the economy, 
gay marriage and whether 
there is any point in voting if 
the constituency is such a 
safe Conservative seat. 

Epsom College hosted the 
“Question Time” event last 
Thursday that saw all of the 
candidates hoping to be elect¬ 
ed as Epsom and Ewell’s MP 
later this year, take questions 
from an audience of students 
from schools across the area. 

The candidates - Susan Mc¬ 
Grath for the Green Party, 
Robert Leach for UKIP, 
Epsom and Ewell Councillor 
Sheila Carlson representing 
Labour, Conservative Epsom 
and Ewell MP Chris Grayling 
and Liberal Democrat Steve 
Gee - had a lively debate on 
various issues raised by the 
young audience, some of 
whom will be first-time vot¬ 
ers in May. 

While Mr Grayling firmly 
supported his policy of intro¬ 
ducing a British Bill of 
Rights and withdrawing from 
the European Convention of 
Human Rights, Coun Carlson 
said the country could not 
afford to lose the protection 
of the rights the Convention 
bestowed. 

Asked whether Mr 
Grayling’s policy on with¬ 
drawal from the Convention 
is the right one, Mr Gee said: 
“It’s the Tories fighting off 
UKIP. 

“The only thing they are 
trying to do is remove the 



word ‘European’ from it. 
Don’t fix something if it’s not 
broken.” 

One student in the audience 
asked whether his vote would 
be a waste because Epsom 
and Ewell is a traditionally 
Conservative safe seat. 

Ms McGrath said: “It does 
leave people with feeling like 
‘what’s the point in voting?’ 
But the more people who get 
behind new policies the more 
things can change.” 

Mr Gee said he supported a 
proportional representation 
voting system instead of 
the current first-past-the- 
post process. 

He added: “Just because it 
has been like this for 100 
years doesn’t mean it has 
to be like this for another 100 
years. 

“Maybe if it’s a five-horse 
race in Epsom and Ewell, 


it doesn’t have to be 
another huge Chris Grayling 
majority.” 

Mr Grayling, the con¬ 
stituency’s MP since 2001, 
said he does not believe in the 
concept of safe seats. 

“I don’t believe any candi¬ 
date should approach stand¬ 
ing in a constituency as a 
slam dunk. It’s not sensible 
for any MP to take a seat for 
granted,” he said. 

“But it’s not just about 
canvassing at election time. I 
have tried to be an active 
MP.” 

On the issue of gay mar¬ 
riage, all the candidates ex¬ 
cept Mr Leach agreed that 
people in relationships with 
those of the same sex should 
be able to marry each other. 

Mr Leach said: “I have no 
problem with gay people, but 
there are some things the 


law can’t do. You could pass a 
law saying that all cats are 
dogs, but it doesn’t mean 
anything. 

“As a Christian, I believe 
marriage is an institution 
created by God. Parliament 
can’t vary that. 

“When I heard David 


Cameron make a speech 
supporting gay marriage, I 
read the UKIP manifesto and 
sent off my £30.” 

When the candidates were 
asked about the economy and 
how the country should 
reduce its deficit, Coun Carl¬ 
son said the Government’s 


strategy had “just made more 
people poor”. 

She said having a deficit 
and borrowing money: Is not 
necessarily the worst thing 
that can happen. 

She said: “Making sure you 
know what to do with the bor¬ 
rowing and doing something 
positive is the key. 

“George Osborne has bor¬ 
rowed more money and 
achieved far less. 

“Don’t please think that be¬ 
cause we have to borrow 
money it’s a bad thing.” 

But Mr Grayling said the 
deficit had been halved, un¬ 
employment is down, and he 
questioned whether people 
could trust the Labour team 
with the economy, given their 
role at the time of the finan¬ 
cial crash under Gordon 
Brown. 

Asked about social inequal¬ 
ity, Ms McGrath said: “It’s 
scandalous that we are the 
sixth richest nation in the 
West and living in a society so 
divided. 

“How did we get there? 
It feels as if we have gone 
backwards.”

£3m to transform town

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Epsom is set to win nearly 
£3m in Government funding 
to transform its town centre. 

Last summer, Surrey Coun¬ 
ty Council (SCC), with Epsom 
Council, made a bid for a 
£2.7m project to Coast to Cap¬ 
ital, the local enterprise part¬ 
nership (LEP) of which 
Epsom is a part. 

The £2.1m to £2.7m from the 
LEP, £200,000 from Epsom 
Council, £252,000 from SCC 
and £88,000 from local devel¬ 
oper contributions - would 
be used for major road im¬ 
provements in the town cen¬ 
tre including making South 


Street a two-way street to 
stop traffic having to travel 
through the High Street. 

Although the councils are 
still waiting on approval for 
the money, Mark Berry, head 
of planning at Epsom Coun¬ 
cil, said the LEP had indicat¬ 
ed approval. 

If it goes ahead, the road 
proposals will implement 
some key elements of Plan E 
- Epsom Council’s town cen¬ 
tre action plan published in 
2011. 

They would aim to reduce 
congestion and boost eco¬ 
nomic vitality by making it 
easier for people to get to the 
town and move around, as 
well as providing an attrac¬ 
tive business environment 
and creating jobs. 


In the past fortnight, Epsom 
Council has also been award¬ 
ed £200,000 by the LEP, which 
it is match-funding with an¬ 
other £200,000, for “public 
realm improvements” to 
make the town centre more 
visually appealing. 

Both projects would be im¬ 
plemented at the same time, 
could start by the end of this 
year and be completed by 
2017 to 18. 

Mr Berry said: “If a poten¬ 
tial investor can see this level 
of investment being made it 
has real economic benefits. 

“The whole economic pros¬ 
perity of the town will be 
lifted.” 

A SCC spokesman said: “It 
currently takes about 10 min¬ 
utes to travel through the 


town centre from one side to 
the other and it is estimated 
journey times will improve 
by one to two minutes by 
making the improvements.” 

Epsom Councillor Neil 
Dallen, who represents town, 
said the proposals were “win, 
win, win”, while Epsom coun¬ 
cillor and Surrey County 
Councillor Eber Kington said 
they would amount to 
“wholesale regeneration of 
the town”. 

But Surrey County Coun¬ 
cillor Tina Mountain, who 
represents Epsom town, said 
making South Street two-way 
will increase traffic conges¬ 
tion for people heading into 
Ashtead. 

Prosposals will go out to a 
public consultation shortly.

Park said she could see nine car¬ 
avans and 12 vans from her 
house and police had been down 
on Wednesday morning. 

She said: “It’s just a nightmare. 
I got a call from my 
neighbour saying look out of 


your window. I could not believe 
it.” 

Although police have suggest¬ 
ed there was a funeral taking 
place, she said: “That does not 
give them the right to turn up on 
other people’s land.” 

She believes that the land cur¬ 
rently belongs to the NHS but 
will soon be handed over to 
Bovis Homes for redevelopment. 

An Epsom Council spokesman 
confirmed it was aware of the 
issue but the caravans were on 
private land and therefore it 
could not get involved.

A historic village cricket club 
has been asked to pay £1,000 a 
year to continue playing on 
the ground where it has been 
based for more than a century. 

Tadworth Cricket Club was 
established 112 years ago and 
is believed to have moved to its 
current site on the Common 
in Mill Road before the First 
World War. 

But now cash-strapped 
Banstead Commons Conser¬ 
vators (BCC) have asked the 
club, which has made a loss 
for the past two years, to pay 
£1,000 from this April - to the 
outrage of many club 
members. 

The club has not had to pay 
for use of the land since the 
1920s and 1930s when it is be¬ 
lieved to have been charged a 
peppercorn rent of about £3. 

John Milner, clerk to the 
conservators, said: “We really 
want them to stay there and 
they have been there for a 
long, long time. We are not 
against the club. 

“But all the commons are 
there for all the people to

enjoy all of the time. We have 
to maintain them.” 

He said the conservators are 
in dire financial straits and 
the rent would help pay for 
staff wages, equipment and 
maintenance work. 

He said: “It’s only fair they 
should be brought into line 
with other clubs in the area 
who take ground from Reigate 
and Banstead Council and pay 
rent.” 

There are concerns that the 
club might face eviction if it 
cannot pay, but its chairman, 
Craig Stephenson, declined to 
comment on the matter due to 
ongoing discussions. 

He said the club has 90 


junior members and between 
30 to 40 adult members. 

Mr Stephenson said: “Our 
goal is to make cricket avail¬ 
able for all ages, abilities and 
genders.” 

The minutes of a conserva¬ 
tors’ meeting last month said 
that Mr Stephenson, Graham 
Young and Tim Bennett made 
representations on behalf of 
Tadworth Cricket Club. 

It said: “They questioned 
BCC authority to charge a 
rent and highlighted that they 
were a small village cricket 
club who had made a financial 
loss for the last two years. 

“As a club they were in¬ 
volved in community work 
particularly bringing young¬ 
sters into cricket and that they 
maintain the area at their own 
expense. 

“While wishing the cricket 
club to remain on the sports 
field it was pointed out they 
had not paid anything for its 
use for many years whereas 
other clubs in the area did 
pay.” 

The minutes noted that the 
cricket club would apply for a 
grant from the council which 
involved submitting club ac¬ 
counts and an invoice from 
the conservators.

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Woman suffocated 
in psychiatric unit 



Aprons in local hospitals have 
been locked away after a severely 
depressed grandmother suffocat¬ 
ed herself with one she found in 
a psychiatric hospital unit. 

The move by Surrey and Bor¬ 
ders Partnership followed the 
death of Valerie Bertram, 72, 
from Leatherhead, in May 2013 at 
the Meadows West Park Hospital 
in Epsom. 

The coroner at her inquest in 
December has also written to the 
Health Minister to flag up the 
issue nationally according to Mrs 
Bertram’s daughter. 

Mrs Bertram had a history of 
depression and anxiety and was 
on medication for the conditions. 

She was admitted to Epsom 
Hospital on May 20, 2013, having 
taking an overdose of her medi¬ 
cation and was transferred to the 
Meadows after 9pm that day, 
which provides specialist mental 
health services. 

Alison Schauss, Mrs Bertram’s 
daughter, said her mother be¬ 
came increasingly unstable at 
the Meadows and was placed in 
an anti-ligature room to stop her 
making attempts on her life. 

Mrs Schauss said her mother’s

room at the Meadows was near a 
bathroom, open for patients to 
use, inside which was a dispenser 
with a roll of aprons used by 
nurses. 

The inquest heard that the hos¬ 
pital should have carried out ob¬ 
servations on Mrs Bertram more 
frequently and performed an ap¬ 
propriate risk assessment. 

Mrs Schauss said transferring 
her mother so late at night to the 
Meadows from Epsom Hospital 
led to the lack of observations 
required. 

Giving a narrative verdict, the 
coroner said: “Mrs Bertram had 
a long history of depression and 


anxiety in requiring medication, 
with a more recent decline in 
both her mental and physical 
health. 

“On May 30 she was admitted to 
hospital for treatment. There¬ 
after she was transferred to a 
specialist unit for assessment 
and management of her psychi¬ 
atric illness. 

“An appropriate risk assess¬ 
ment was not undertaken and 
close observation was not imple¬ 
mented, allowing Mrs Bertram to 
asphyxiate herself in circum¬ 
stances where the question of in¬ 
tent remains unclear.” 

Speaking after the inquest, Mrs 
Schauss said: “She was placed 
there for her safety and had ac¬ 
cess to the apron even though she 
was in an anti-ligature room. 

“We feel we have got justice for 
mum. The coroner is writing to 
the Health Minister with her 
suggestions.” 

Jo Young, director of quality 
for Surrey and Borders Partner¬ 
ship, which runs the Meadows 
West Park Hospital, said: “The 
safety of the people who use our 
services is always our top priori¬ 
ty and we take any death ex¬ 
tremely seriously. 

“All aprons on our wards are 
now securely locked away in 
store rooms which are only ac¬ 
cessible to clinical staff.”

The country’s first new building 
society in 33 years is helping 
“boomerang” youngsters get on 
to the property ladder after 
launching in Epsom last 
summer. 

The Family Building Society, 
based in Ebbisham House, 
Church Street, Epsom, launched 
in July and targets parents and 
grandparents who are able to 
provide financial support for 
their children to become first¬ 
time buyers. 

It is a new arm of the well-es¬ 
tablished National Counties 
Building Society, which was es¬ 
tablished in 1896, and offers 
products and services for fami¬ 
lies who have “worked out they 
have to work together”. 

Mark Bogard, National Coun¬ 
ties chief executive, said it want¬ 
ed to launch a new building 
society which focused on a par¬ 
ticular type of customer - young¬ 
sters struggling to buy their first 
home or who can not fund their 
education without support from 
older members of their family. 

It also aims to help those older 
members of families who, in 
turn, are caught in the middle of

a “sandwich generation” who 
want to help their offspring, plan 
their retirements and look after 
their elderly parents. 

Mr Bogard said it is typically 
middle-class families, who have 


money available to help their 
children, for whom the building 
society will be of real help. 

He said: “We looked at the dy¬ 
namics of the family and more 
and more people now have to 
help each other. 

“We ended up doing focus 
groups and within the 25 to 30 
age group almost none of them 
had achieved being first-time 
buyers on their own. 

“Some people were quite keen 
for their children to go and the 
parents knew that their kids 
were much more dependent for 
much longer than our genera¬ 
tion were. 

“Parents had issues around 
their own finances. 

“Families have worked out that 
they have to work together.” 

Mr Bogard said it offers a tai¬ 
lored approach to individuals 
which focuses on its employees 
talking to its customers on a per¬ 
sonal level to find out their needs 
and how best to meet them. 

He added: “It’s all very human 
here. The biggest part of a mort¬ 
gage is whether we should lend 
the person the money. In a big 
bank it’s all done by a computer. 
We do it by hand. 

“It’s a human judgement by a 
person and we have a very good 
credit record. We treat people as 
individuals.”

PROPERTY UPDATE 


EPSOM PROPERTY MARKET 2015 


A number of landlords, who own 
property in Epsom, have made 
contact with me recently asking for my 
thoughts on the future of the property 
market in Epsom. 

I always like to talk about the Epsom property 
market and in future articles intend to share with 
you my thoughts on the local property market, its 
history of rents, property values, tenant demand 
and yields; all important matters for a landlord, 
but today I wish to discuss what has happened 
in the last 12 months 

Property values rose by 13.6% (Oct 13 to Oct 
14) in Epsom. Good news all round, but when 
you consider property values in the town have 
previously dropped by 16.57% between March 
2008 and June 2009, this is not as good as 
the media would have you believe. It should be 
no great surprise to hear that Epsom property 
values are starting to slow up as we head in to 
the New Year. Property values in the town were 
growing at an impressive 1.8% in July and 2.0% 
in August last year, but in Autumn months, they 
slowed down considerably, rising barely over 1% 
a month. 


The reality is we have had a year and a half of 
decent market conditions in Epsom, but now all 
that pent up demand is starting to fade. The big 
question moving forward is whether the Epsom 
market will now be held back by affordability and 
restricted mortgage lending, and what long term 
impact this will have on the Epsom property 
market. 

Looking at the UK as a whole, because we can’t 
look at Epsom in just its little own bubble, the 
recent rapid rise in house values in some parts 
of the UK in the early part of the year (especially 
in London), along with earnings growth that 
remain below inflation and the possibility of 
an interest rate rise over the coming months, 
appear to have tempered housing demand. 
This weakening in demand has led to a modest 
easing in both property price growth and sales. 
A moderation in growth looks likely into this year 
as supply and demand become increasingly 
better balanced. 

Now with the General Election on the horizon, 
whichever Government takes power, they, along 
with the Bank of England, have a thorny job to 
do in balancing the expected rise in interest rates 
with the continued resurgence of the housing 


market, to ensure the property market doesn’t 
drop and drag down the economic recovery 
forcing people into selling their property at a 
loss. 

However, back to Epsom, long term property 
values which track peaks and troughs 
are more helpful to landlord investors. 
The questions I seem to be asked on 
an almost daily basis by landlords are:- 

• “Should I sell my property in Epsom, or 
even buy another?” 

• “Is the time right to buy another buy to 
let property in Epsom and if not Epsom, 
where?" 

• “Are there any property bargains out 
there in Epsom?” 

Many other Epsom landlords, who are with us 
and many who are with other Epsom letting 
agents, like to pop in for a coffee to discuss the 
Epsom property market, how Epsom compares 
with its closest rivals (Ewell, Ashtead, Burgh 
Heath and Banstead), and hopefully answer 
the three questions above. I don’t bite, I don’t 
do hard sell, I will just give you my honest and 
straight talking opinion.

2. The purpose of the Order is to enable carriageway resurfacing works to 
take place on A217 Reigate Avenue. 

3. The effect of the Order will be to prohibit any vehicle from entering, exiting, 
proceeding or stopping on A217 Reigate Avenue between its junctions with 
Sutton Common Road and Rose Hill Roundabout. 

The Order will be effective at certain times between 28th February 2015 
and 8th August 2015 each Monday to Saturday from 09:00 PM to 
05:00 AM (the works will cease at 5:00 AM each Saturday morning) or 
when the works have been completed whichever is the sooner. 

The prohibition will apply only during such times and to such extent 
as shall from time to time be indicated by traffic signs. 

4. The prohibitions will not apply in respect of: 

(i) any vehicle being used for the purposes of those works or for fire 
brigade, ambulance or police purposes: 

(ii) anything done with the permission or at the direction of a police 
constable in uniform or a person authorised by Transport for London. 

5. At such times as the prohibition is in force an alternative route will be 
indicated by traffic signs via Sutton Common Road, Epsom Road, 

Central Road and Green Lane or the reverse to normal route of travel.

The roof line is higher and stays 
that way for longer, the rear doors 
are a different length and there 
are small "double-M" badges on 
the C-pillars. Where the old May¬ 
bach had image problems, its spir¬ 
itual successor has pedigree, albeit 
in a less showy way. 

SPACE AND PRACTICALITY: Nit- 
pickers will note that part of the 
boot is taken up by the fridge unit, 


but being able to keep your 
champagne chilled is clearly far 
more important. 

To drink it there are two silver- 
plated champagne flutes in a fold¬ 
down tray between the two rear 
seats - but only if you specify the 
£7,200 first class rear seat setup. 

There's enough legroom to allow 
your St Bernards to curl up at your 
feet, and they will be comforted by 
the standard luxury lamb's wool 
floor mats that replicate an expen¬ 
sive living room feel. 

BEHIND THE WHEEL: To be frank, 


few owners will actually drive it 
themselves, but if they 
did they'd be astonished at how 
relentlessly fast it is thanks to a 
530-horsepower V12 engine. 

Refinement and comfort in any 
seat is amazing, with the softest 
leathers and seats that, in the rear, 
can give you six different types of 
back or shoulder massage. Six! 

And don’t forget seven colours of 
ambient lighting, of course. 

Heating, cooling and the back¬ 
rest tilt are also rather nice, but it's 
the leg rest that steals the show. 


Hold a button down and the front 
passenger seat moves forwards, 
the leg rest rises and you eventu¬ 
ally find yourself as comfy as if you 
were in your own armchair. 

VALUE FOR MONEY: When you 
look at what you get, £167,000 is a 
steal. Bear with me on this. The big 
double-M is built as well as a Bent¬ 
ley, but has more technology and 
is arguably even better to drive. 

The only thing it lacks is the 
statement-making looks of a 
Rolls-Royce, but not everyone 
wants those.
